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JURY PLACES 
PART OF BLAME 
ON VICTIM OF 
FATAL MISHAP 


Stuart David Brines, 14, Em­ 
mitsburg R. 2, who was fatally 
injured the evening of May 30 
in an auto-bicycle collision, con­ 
tributed to the fatal accident by 
riding his bicycle on the wrong 
side of the highway, a coroner’s 
jury decided Friday afternoon, 
after hearing more than an hour 
af testimony from eight witnesses. 
The inquest was conducted in 
the courthouse by Dr. C. G. Crist. 
Adams County coroner. 
District Attorney Gerald Wal- 
mer said after the verdict, he 
has no plans to bring manslaugh­ 
ter charges against David An­ 
thony Lingg, 21, Emmitsburg R. 
I, driver of the car involved in 
the fatal mishap a short distance 
north of the state line on old 
Route IS at 7 p.m. on Memorial 
Day. 
NO EXCESSIVE SPEED 
Lingg, who took the stand de­ 
spite his right to refuse to tes­ 
tify, estimated his speed before 
the accident at about 50 miles 
an hour. He agreed with the five 
occupants of his car, who had pre­ 
ceded him on the witness stand, 
that the Brines boy was zig-zag­ 
ging northward in the west lane 
of the highway when the Lingg 
car topped a hillcrest, heading 
south. 
Lingg said he blew his horn 
and veered to the left to pass 
around the boy 
who was guid­ 
ing his 
bicycle with one hand 
while he carried a fishing rod in 
the other. The driver said the 
boy suddenly swerved across to 
the east 
side of the road where 
the left 
side of the ’cycle was 
struck by the right front fender 
of the car. Lingg said if the boy 
had stayed on the west side of the 
road there would not have been 
a collision. 
The bicycle was demolished by 
the 
impact that smashed 
the 
car’s fender. 
The boy’s 
head 
broke a hole in the car’s wind­ 
shield and the boy died instantly 
of compound fractures of the 
skull. 
Dr. Crist and three attorneys 
who took part in the questioning 
pressed witnesses for estimates 
of the car’s speed. Most said it 
was under the speed limit and 
none said it was over 50 miles an 
hour. All agreed there had not 
been any drinking.

Scranton Sets Off On His 
"Lincolnian Crusade" For 
Presidential Nomination

WASHINGTON (A P )- Suave 
Gov. William W. Scranton em­ 
barked today on what he de­ 
picts as a Lincolnian crusade to 
rescue 
the 
Republican 
party 
from the Coldwater conserva­ 
tism he sees as threatening a 
GOP defeat in November. 
Scranton, expressing determi­ 
nation “to go all over this na­ 
tion to win the nomination,” 
set out today to capture Con­ 
necticut’s 16 convention dele­ 
gates. 
Scranton declared himself in 
the running for the party’s pres­ 
idential nomination Friday and 
received a warm sendoff from 
many Republican leaders, in­ 
cluding former President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and the target of 
his new adventure—Sen. Barry 
Coldwater of Arizona. 
Coldwater 
called 
Scranton 
“one of the outstanding gover­ 
nors in the nation.” Eisenhower, 
who had urged an “open con­ 
vention” and indicated differ­ 
ences with Coldwater, welcomed 
“the entry of Gov. Scranton, 
whom I have long admired.” 


FIGHTING CHANCE 
But Scranton received any­ 
thing but good wishes from for­ 
mer Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon. Nixon had urged some­ 
one get in the ring with Cold­ 
water. And he declared Friday 
night 
that 
Scranton 
had 
a 
“fighting chance.” 
But Nixon said that the gover­ 
nor gave a “very weak and un­ 
fortunate impression” on televi­ 
sion last Sunday after receiving 
a telephone call from Eisenhow­ 
er advising him not to enter 
any cabal against any candi­ 
date, meaning Coldwater. 
Scranton, described by various 
pundits as the “Hamlet of Har­ 
risburg” because of his previous 
indecision, solved his “to run or 
not to run” dilemma and gal­ 
loped into the GOP presidential 
contest Friday in spectacular 
style. 


WAVES, SMILES 
He waved his arms, smiled, 
shook every hand within reach 
at the Maryland State Conven- 
tion in Baltimore and turned 
out polished phrases attacking 
Coldwater as a neo-neanderthal 
type who offers only a “weird 
parody” to traditional Republi­ 
can beliefs. 


To make up for lost time, 
Scranton sets off today in quest 
of delegates, flying to Hartford 
to address the Connecticut State 
Republican Convention. 
He has a lot of catching up 
to do. With the convention open­ 
ing one month away, Scranton 
has only 92 delegates to Gold- 
water’s 574 with 655 needed for 
nomination.

GETTYSBURG 
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Scranton Reached His 
"Hour Of Decision" At 
Mansion Thursday Night 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
public announcement — which 
many of Gov. William W. Scran­ 
ton’s backers feared would nev­ 
er come—cited Lincoln, Repub­ 
lican Party history and respon­ 
sibility, and a rejection of ‘the 
echo of fear.’’ 
But the night before his ap­ 
pearance in Baltimore, Scran­ 
ton summed up his intentions 
for his family and close politi­ 
cal companions with the simple 
statement: “ I’m going to run.’’ 
His decision meant a difficult 
battle to obtain the Republican 
presidential nomination, which 
many observers believed virtu­ 
ally in the grasp of Arizona 
Sen. Barry Coldwater, at the 
GOP convention only a month 
away. 
Scranton’s 
public 
an­ 
nouncement was later to say, 
“We have waited dangerously 
long .. 
BROKE UP DINNER 
Sen. Hugh Scott of Pennsyl­ 
vania, one of the guests, said 
Scranton’s 
first 
private 
an­ 
nouncement broke up a dinner 
party at the executive mansion 
near Harrisburg T h u r s d a y 
night, as aides leaped into ac­ 
tion, knowing they had no time 
to lose. 
Sen. Scott reconstructed the 
sudden blast-off of the Scranton 
campaign at a news conference 
Friday, in these terms: 
He received a call Thursday 
afternoon, 
s a y i n g Scranton 
wanted to see him. Scott said 
he told the caller he was busy 
with the civil rights bill, but “if 
it involved action, I’d be there.’’ 
Scott flew to Harrisburg in a 
chartered plane. 
NO INTIMATION 
“ I had not had any intimation 
of what was to happen.” he 
said. 
Present, he said, were Scran­ 
ton’s children, Joseph, Peter, 
and Susan; 
his wife, 
Mary; 
members of his staff; Secreta­ 
ry of the Commonwealth George 
I. 
Bloom; 
state 
Republican 
chairman Craig Truax; his as­ 
sistant Joseph Bye, and state 
Republican Finance Chairman 
Frank McGlinn. 
As they sat around sipping 
coffee, 
Scott 
said, 
they dis­ 
cussed the progress of the civil 
rights bill in the Senate. Then 
Scranton asked Scott if he had 
any advice for him. 
TALKED TO OTHERS 
“ All I can say,” Scott an­ 
swered, “is the Biblical injunc­ 
tion, ‘He that would save his 
life must lose it.’ ” 
Scott said Scranton then told 
of conversations with various 
people, including some gover 
Dors. 
“ And at 8:05 p.m., the gover 
nor leaned forward in his chair 
and said, ‘I’m going to run.’ 
Scott related. 
“ Mary (Scranton’s wife) did 
what you would expect,” Scott 
said. “She asked, ‘Whom should 
I call and what should I do?’ ” 
Scranton began making phone 
calls, the first two to Govs. 
George 
Romney of 
Michigan 
and Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York, followed by calls to 
“ a majority of other Republican 
governors.” 
VALUE GUIDANCE 
Scott said Scranton “ simply 
informed them he had decided 
to run, that he thought the de 
cision was important to the par­ 
ty, and wanted them to know 
he was going to stay in the race 
to the end and that he would 
make a very strong fight and 
would value their guidance.” 
One of the calls was Scran­ 
ton’s acceptance of an invita­ 
tion to address the Maryland 
Republican convention Friday. 
Under the direction of James 
Reichley, a former aide to Sen. 
Kenneth B. Keating, R-N.Y., the 
drafting of his formal announce­ 
ment began. 
Scott 
reached 
former 
vice 
president 
Richard 
Nixon, 
in 
London, after Scranton had gone 
to bed. Scott said he told Nixon 
of the decision and that Scran­ 
ton “ would fight to the end and 
not withdraw under any circum­ 
stances.’ Scott said Nixon’s re­ 
action was in “ a warm and 
friendly vein.” 
MOSS SEES IKE 
Scott said Malcolm Moss, a 
me-time aide to former Presi­ 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower flew 
to 
Gettysburg. 
Pa., 
Friday 
Horning to inform Eisenhower, 
who has carefully avoided any 
itatements calculated to influ­ 
ence the convention. 
“ We simply told Gen. Eisen­ 
hower what took place during 
the night—we did not seek any 
commitment or ask him to do 
anything,” Scott said. “ It is our 
feeling that the president (E i­ 
senhower) 
isn’t 
taking 
any 
sides. It was also my feeling 
that President Eisenhower has 
a warm and friendly feeling for 
Gov. Scranton and would wel­ 
come the governor s decision.” 
Scott also said under ques­ 
tioning, “To the best of my 
knowledge no conversation took 
place between Governor Scran­ 
ton and President Eisenhower 
before he made his decision.” 
Scott, describing himself as 
“downright happy” with Scran­ 
ton's decision, offered his own 
opinion that “ it is not too late 
to put the nomination of a can­ 
didate and the adoption of a 
platform up to the people.”

LBJ, ERHARD 
NOT WORRIED 
OVER RED PACT 


By ENORE MARTON 
WASHINGTON (AP) - West 
German Chancellor Ludwig E r­ 
hard goes home tonight after 
agreeing with President Johnson 
that the West need not worry 
about the Soviet-East German 
friendship treaty. 
The pact the U.S.S R. and her 
satellite signed in Moscow Fri­ 
day aroused sharp interest in 
Washington hut created no new 
crisis, German sources declared. 
In fact, State Department ex­ 
perts were inclined to regard 
the treaty as a defeat for Walter 
Ulhrichr, East German Commu­ 
nist leader and chief of state.

asked for a separate “ peace 
treaty”—which the West firmly 
opposes—and got instead a pact 
with a lofty title but little sub­ 
stance. 
Friday night at a dinner in 
the White House rose garden, 
Johnson and Erhard exchanged

standing and cooperation. 
HONEYMOON OVER 
After his meeting with John­ 
son six months ago at the LBJ 
ranch, Erhard said some people 
referred to their accord at rn 
honeymoon that would fade. 
“ I think the honeymoon Is 
over now,” Frhard said. “We 
have reached the state of mar­ 
riage. hut based on trust, on 
faithfulness.” 
Johnson declared there can be 
no lasting peace in Europe until 
Germany is united “ in peace

year. Hog cholera has been wide 
spread in the* United States for 
more than IOO years. 
Veterinary research, much of 
R done at the Pennsylvania State 
University,

cation program consists of vac 
cinating as many hogs as pos 
sible, finding, reporting and con 
fining all outbreaks, cooking all 
garbage fed to swine, and regu­ 
lating the movement of hogs. 
Officials of the United States 
Department of Agriculture esti­ 
mate that hog cholera can be 
completely 
eradicated 
in 
five 
years. This would mean the Amer 
jean swine industry could look 
forward to substantial savings in 
the cost of producing swine.

PRODUCTIVE HEIFERS 
The prospective life of a dairy 
heifer depends not so much upon 
her ability merely to live but 
rather 
upon 
the 
commercial 
dairymen’s willingness to let her 
live. 
The dairym an’s decision is in­ 
f l u e n c e d principally by the 
amount of milk she produces and 
the ease with which she can be 
cared for and milked in an effi­ 
cient dairy operation. 
English research workers be­ 
lieve that the average number 
of lactations completed by daugh­ 
ters of a dairy' sire is one of the 
hest methods that can be used to 
estimate the breeding value of a 
bull. An investigation along these 
lines showed that 45 per cent of 
the daughters of good bulls were 
still in the herds after five lac­ 
tations while only 20 per cent of 
the heifers from poor bulls were 
still milking after five lactations. 
It is often implied by breeders 
and artificial insemination units 
that a hull whose first lactation 
daughters are not milking well 
should be excused because his 
pedigree .shows promise of lon­ 
gevity. While it’s possible to find 
exceptions, 
research 
work 
to 
date indicates that better milk­ 
ing will also remain in the herds 
longer than their less produc­ 
tive first calf contemporaries.

WASHINGTON (A P) - F atter 
pay checks for most federal 
workers were in prospect today 
after House passage of a pay 
raise bill that includes $7,500-a- 
year increases for m em bers of 
Congress. 
By the surprisingly large m ar­ 
gin of 243 to 157 the House re ­ 
versed its earlier defeat of a 
sim ilar hill and cleared the way 
for Senate action on the $533- 
million package of pay boosts. 
It includes $7.500-a-vear raises 
for judges, Cabinet officers and 
top federal executives, and in­ 
creases ranging from 22.5 per 
cent at the top to 1.6 per cent 
at the bottom for 1.7 million 
government workers. 


SIZE REDUCED 
The 
average 
letter 
carrier 
would get a 5.6 per cent boost 
of $325 a year and the average 
government typist and file clerk 
would get a $310 a year raise. 
The bin is expected to be one 
of the first called up in the Sen­ 
ate after it com pletes action on 
the civil rights bill, and no dif­ 
ficulties are foreseen in its pas­ 
sage. 
A num ber of considerations 
prompted the House to pass the 
pay bill this tim e after defeat­ 
ing one. 222 to 184, last M arch. 
The size of the proposed con­ 
gressional 
raise 
was 
scaled 
down from $10 000 a year to 
$7,500 and it was m ade effec­ 
tive next January, instead of 
this year, m aking it easier for 
m em bers to vote for it. 


PRIMARIES OVER 
Of m ajor im portance in the 
view of the bill’s backers, how­ 
ever, was the fact most state 
prim ary elections are now over. 
Last March the prim aries were 
still to be faced and too many 
m em bers felt it politically un­ 
wise to vote raises for them ­ 
selves and then face the electo­ 
rate.

Strong support from President 
Johnson also helped put the bill 
over this tim e, as did a pow-er* 
ful lobbying effort by the postal 
unions. 
An 
am endm ent 
designed to 
elim inate the pain of voting for 
its own pay raises in the future 
was adopted by the House T hurs­ 
day. It was offered by Rep. Mor­ 
ris K Udall. D-Ariz., and would 
provide autom atic increases for 
Congress w henever the top Civil 
Service grade gets a rise.

local. 
Lou 
Ames, 
television 
show producer, counts his sets 
by the hundreds—300, to be pre­ 
cise. 
The average producer feels he 
is an exceptionally creative fel­ 
low’ if he m anages to turn out 30 
hour-long TV shows a season. 
Lou 
Ames estim ates that his 
output this sum m er will total 
some 2.000 hours. Subject m at­ 
ter will range from cooking, 
fashion 
and 
flower 
shows to 
travelogues 
and 
interviews, 
laced with public service pro­ 
gram s. 


Ames is headm an of the spe­ 
cial small closed-circuit televi­ 
sion circuit at the New York 
World’s F air. It consists of a 
com plete 
broadcasting 
studio, 
equipped with the most modern 
electronic gadgets, and 300 color 
television sets around the 646- 
acres of displays and exhibits. 


PROJECT OF RGA 
A project of the Radio Corp. 
of Am erica, the tiny network is 
com m ercially designed to ex­ 
ploit the glories of tinted TV to 
millions 
of 
fair-goers 
who 
might never have seen it be­ 
fore. It also perform s an agree­ 
able useful function — amusing 
weary sight-seers as they rest 
their aching feet, and focusing 
on the faces of occasional lost 
children to speed reunions with 
worried parents. 
Ames does not have much 
trouble filling the 12 hours a 
day, seven days a week, sched­ 
ule. Press agents from com m er­ 
cial exhibits of the fair are al­ 
ways suggesting that his mobile 
cam era cover a ceremony or 
event of some sort. He is bom­ 
barded with short com m ercial 
films, on a variety of subjects 
Visitors to the TV studio — 
and there is invariably a wait­ 
ing 
line — are 
conducted 
through the building, and at one 
point have 
a 
chance to see 
them selves on color television. 
Ames estimates that 8.000 vis­ 
itors a day tram p through the 
center. 
Ames was producer of NBC’s 
“ Today Show” for a time. He 
produced the world prem iere of 
Gian - Carlo M enotti’s “ Marie 
Golovin” at the Brussels F air 
in 1958.

EASTON, Pa. (A P) -W ith a 
m ajor stand on civil rights be­ 
hind them, delegates to the 83rd 
annual convention of the state 
Presbyterian 
Synod 
held 
their 
final session Friday. 
The delegates voted Thursday 
night to m ake several recom ­ 
mendations to the 14 presbyter­ 
ies to help foster greater civil 
rights for Negroes and other mi­ 
nority group m em bers. 
Among the recom m endations 
were: 
—That the churches do busi­ 
ness with contractors and busi­ 
nessmen who dem onstrate equal 
job opportunities. 
—That m inisters be called to 
churches without regard to race 
or color. 
—Adjustments 
s h o u l d 
be 
made in churches in biracial 
communities “ to accomplish a 
single u n i t e d witnesses.” A 
spokesman said this means in­ 
terracial m inistries and realign­ 
ment of churches to achieve 
more integrated congregation. 


CREATE NEW POST 
The synod also created the 
post of executive secretary for 
the commission on religion and 
race. It did not, however, im ­ 
mediately fill it. 
Delegates also elected chair­ 
man of six standing committees 
to three-year term s. They were: 
The Rev. Dr. Dale K. Milligan 
of Pittsburgh, the interpretation 
and stewardship com m ittee; the 
Rev. Dr. Paul F. Hudson of 
Johnstown, ecum enical mission 
and relations; the Rev. Kemper 
Y. Taylor of Pittsburgh, pen­ 
sions; the Rev. Frank Ramsey 
ot Kenneth Square, health and 
welfare; the Rev. William A. 
Parsons of Lewistown, national 
missions, and the Rev. Chad 
Combs of Camp Hill, church 
and society.

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Year Has Brought Great 
Changes In Birmingham 


EDITOR’S NOTE—J u s t a year 
ago, 
Negroes 
were 
carrying 
their protests into the streets of 
Birmingham. The city was on 
the brink of a racial explosion. 
Reiman Morin covered the dem­ 
onstrations in June 1963 and 
the disorders that broke out in 
September when the Birming­ 
ham schools were integrated. In 
this story, he takes a look at 
Birmingham 12 months after the 
troubles began.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (A P I- 
Three Negro girls take seats at 
the lunch counter in a Birming­ 
ham department store. 
They order soft drinks. The 
white waitress promptly serves 
them. 
Nobody pays any attention. 
At the baseball park. Negroes 
and whites sit together in the 
stands, cheering the Birming­ 
ham Barons. Four of the Barons 
are Negroes. The team is having 
a great season, financially, and 
in the standings. 
NEGROES GRADUATED 
At Legion Field, Evangelist 
Billy Graham preaches to 35,000 
people. The audience, the choir, 
the 
staff of ushers 
are in­ 
tegrated. 
Three Negroes receive diplo­ 
mas along with the white stu­ 
dents in graduation ceremonies 
at two high schools. Their par­ 
ents are in the auditorium. No 
incidents. 
Negroes sit on nine of the IO 
subcommittees of the Commu­ 
nity Affairs Committee, 
a bi­ 
racial group set up to study, 
not only racial 
problems, 
lait 
city administration in 
general. 
Two Negroes ran for constable 
in a recent election. They lost 
to whites, but one race was 
close—1.641 to 1.894. 
A new bank employs Negro 
and white tellers. Of its 14 se­ 
curity officers, 9 are Negroes. 
While the racial situation in 
Birmingham is far from settled 
and the possibility of demonstra­ 
tions still exists, there is much 
in the record of this city to make 
you rub your eyes in disbelief, 
remembering the situation aa it 
mas on June 2, 1963. 
JOBS FOR NEGROES 
Thousands of Negroes demon­ 
strating rn the streets — fire­ 
hoses, police dogs—jails over­ 
flowing—a community taut as a 
bowstring, especially at night. 
A rickety truce ending the 
thunder in the streets, the bomb­ 
ings and shootings. “ Dynamite 
hill’’ in the Negro residential 
district and finally, Sept. 14, 
four little Negro girls killed 
when their church was bombed. 
Birmingham became a tragic 
landmark in the long story of 
racial strife in the United States. 
BECOMING EXAMPLE 
Today, the city may be on 
the way to becoming an ex­ 
ample of what people of both 
races can do to solve racial 
problems. 
In a way, the 16th Street Bap­ 
tist Church, where the four chil­ 
dren died, seems to symbolize 
the atmosphere in Birmingham 
now. 
Blonde wood paneling covers 
the balconies and choir box. Be­ 
fore, they' were a sombre ma­ 
hogany color. The new floor and 
the repainted walls and ceilings 
also are in lighter shades. New 
stained-glass windows match, al­ 
most perfectly, the windows that 
survived the blast. 
The total effect is more cheer­ 
ful. 
RUMORS CONTINUE 
So is the feeling in Birming­ 
ham. to a degree. 
The segregationist has not sud­ 
denly become an integrationist. 
But he may have decided it is 
better to make accommodations 
than to have more demonstra­ 


tions and bombings. 
Rumors continually circulate 
that Negroes will begin demon­ 
strating again. 
Negro leaders have expressed 
dissatisfaction with the Com­ 
munity Affairs Committee. It 
has only advisory powers and 
they criticize 
Mayor 
Albert 
Boutwell for not acting cm the 
committee recommendations. 
MAYOR CRITICIZED 
“ If 
demonstrations 
begin 
again this year, Negro leader­ 
ship will find it very difficult to 
say one word of caution in the 
face of the mayor’s treatment of 
the recommendations.’’ said Dr. 
Lucius Pitts, president of Miles 
College. 
But Arthur Shores, a respect­ 
ed Negro attorney, 
said the 
committee “ at least gives us a 
chance to air our grievances.’’ 
Some 
whites 
also 
criticize 
Boutwell for lack of action. 
Says the mayor, “We’re ren­ 
dering more services of all types 
now than before. I feel we’re 
gaining the confidence of the 
people.” 
White businessmen who work 
to ease racial tensions still get 
the midnight phone calls, threat­ 
ening them, their wives and chil­ 
dren. 
Hotels, 
motels, 
restaurants, 
remain segregated. Only token 
integration took place is the 
schools. 
So the picture is a montage 
of light and shadow. 
The situation may deteriorate 
again. But as of now, Birming­ 
ham is a bright apot in the 
whole picture.

Given 15 Years 
For 3 Robberies 


BALTIMORE (AP) — A 33 
vear-old Harrisburg man was 
sentenced to 15 years in prison 
Friday for three robberies total­ 
ing almost $25,000. 
Robert D. Noe pleaded guilty 
to three Maryland bank robber­ 
ies of late last year. U S. Dis­ 
trict Judge Roszel C. Thomsen 
sentenced him to three concur­ 
rent 15-year terms. 
Judge Thomsen ordered that 
Noe be eligible for parole at 
any time. Normally he would 
have to serve at least five years 
of the sentence before being 
eligible. 
Only $6,487 of the money was 
recovered, according to prose­ 
cutor Joseph H. Kaplan. During 
the trial it was learned that 
Noe spent some of the money 
on a Florida honeymoon and 
apartment furnishings.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Almost 
from the time foreign aid began 
17 years ago there has been a 
kind of game every year be­ 
tween the President, any presi 
dent, and Congress over money. 
Wednesday, 
suddenly, 
the 
game stopped. 
But until then this was the 
yearly routine: 
Whatever the 
President asked for, Congress 
cut down. Then he got along 
with the money Congress voted. 
The same thing the next year, 
and the same result. The big 
exception was that first time in 
1947. 
HOW IT GREW 
Because Greece and Turkey 
were threatened by communism 
President Truman asked 
$400 
million in a hurry, and Con­ 
gress gave it to him. Later that 
year he proposed a much bigger 
aid 
program 
for 
Western 
Europe, the Marshall Plan. 
It got going the next year 
when Congress gave him $6 bil­ 
lion instead of the $6.8 billion 
he asked. The game was on. As 
the * years passed the critical 
mood in Congress and the coun­ 
try toward foreign aid hard­ 
ened. 
The criticism went in a num­ 
ber of directions, of which these 
are only a few: The prospering 
Allies weren’t doing their share 
of aiding backward countries; 
too much waste; some of the 
receiving 
countries 
weren’t 
showing enough 
self-discipline 
and cooperation. On it went. 
BOILED LAST YEAR 
Last year the game between 
President and Congress came to 
boil when President John F. 
Kennedy pulled a tactical boner. 
On Jan. 17. 1963, he asked $4 9 
billion in foreign aid but this 
was just about a month after 
he had set up a special 10-man 
committee, headed by Gen. Lu­ 
cius D. Clay, to study the whole 
aid problem. 
By the end of March, which 
was before the dawdling Con­ 
gress ever really got dowm to 
work on Kennedy’s request, the 
Clay committee came in with 
its report. It was a contradic­ 
tory and often foggy document. 
But it had a lot of critical 
things to say about the aid pro­ 
gram, which gave support to 
some of the congressional critics 
who had practically made a ca­ 
reer of being foreign aid econ­ 
omizers.

WASHINGTON (AP)—In the 
news from Washington: 
DISARMAMENT: 
Sen 
Jo­ 
seph S Clark Friday blamed a 
belligerent congressional minor­ 
ity—and he included specifical­ 
ly Sen. 
Barrv Coldwater—for 
blocking the road to complete 
and general disarmam ent. 
This "boisterous belligerency 
in foreign policy,” led by a self- 
perpetuating few, "is a constant 
drag to our efforts to wage the 
peace,” said Clark, a Pennsyl­ 
vania Democrat. 
They rally against any treaty. 
“ no m atter how minor, with the 
Communist world,” he said in 
a speech prepared for delivery 
to the 
General 
Assembly 
of 
United World Federalists. 
Clark called upon advocates 
of disarmament to take "issue 
with 
the 
military-industrial 
complex and all those who, like 
Sen 
Coldwater and 
many a 
Democratic 
senator, 
as 
well, 
pursue a belligerent line in for 
eign policy.” 
Coldwater, the 
front-running 
contender for the 
Republican 
presidential 
nomination, 
was 
the only member of Congress 
named by Clark in his speech.

any other administration in his­ 
tory.” said Saulnier, a professor 
of economics at Columbia Uni­ 
versity, in the Republican Criti 
cal Issues Council Report.

cuss her six hour testimony and 
her attorney. William A. Mc­ 
Kenzie, shielded her from news­ 
m en’s questions, even those she 
seemed disposed to answer. 
Kennedy was murdered last 
Nov. 22 while riding in an open 
ca r through the streets of Dal­ 
las. Nixon had visited the city 
the day before, the day of the 
reported locked-room episode. 
Federal and local authorities 
are convinced Oswald killed the 
president. Oswald subsequently 
was slain by Dallas nightclub 
operator Jack Ruby.

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East Berlin Will Celebrate Bicentennial Of Its Founding Next Week 
Prussian Pays Penn Brothers $80.71 For 200 
Acres Of Land To Found East Berlin In 1764 
PEW communities of its size 
* have 
become 
so 
absorbed 
with the observance of a bicen­ 
tennial as the residents of East 
Berlin, who have mapped elabor­ 
ate plans for programs, festicals 
and parades for the 200th anni­ 
versary they will observe next 
week. 
The descendants of those pio­ 
neers who settled the tiny ham­ 
let in 1764 within 
sight 
and 
sound of Indians who roamed 
the hills and dales of the "west­ 
ern frontier.” the settlers who 
were lured "westward” by cu­ 
riosity and a desire to find a 
new and prosperous life, today 
are recreating an atmosphere 
of early life in a sparsely-popu­ 
lated new' country which spilled 
over the boundaries of William 
Penn’s Chester County to later 
be called Adams County. 
F O U N D ED IN 1764 
And as the new area became 
county, 
crossroads 
became 
towns and the Irish, Dutch. Ger­ 
mans and Quakers moved west­ 
ward with confidence in them­ 
selves and God, evidenced by 
the 
early 
establishment 
of 
churches and schools in the new 
settlements. 
John Frankenberger, a Prus­ 
sian, foresaw the promises of 
“The Good Earth” in the area 
which is now East Berlin when 
he purchased from Thomas and 
Richard Penn 200 acres for the 
equivalent of $80.71 and laid out 
a town ol 85 lots in May. 1704. 
His plan provided one main 
street, four cross streets and 
five alleys and was called Ber­ 
lin for his birthplace in the 
Fatherland. 
East 
was 
added 
when the post office was estab­ 
lished to distinguish it from an­ 
other 
Berlin 
in 
the western 
part of Pennsylvania.

amounting 
to 
approximately 
$7.70 today. Every purchaser 
was required to erect a dwell­ 
ing house on each lot within 
two years and six months — the 
house to be at least IO feet in 
length and 16 in breadth, with 
either a stone or brick chimney 
attached, lf the houses were 
not built in said time, the lot 
or lots were forfeited to the orig­ 
inal owner. Purchasers were re­ 
quired to pay on each lot a year­ 
ly rent of one Spanish dollar, or 
the value thereof in Pennsylva­ 
nia currency, to the said Frank- 
cnberger or his heirs. On May 
16. 1774, Mr. Frankenberger dis­ 
posed of his interest to Peter 
Houseful! for the sum of 550 
pounds, who reserved lots 64

and 65 for himself. Mr. House- 
hill sold his interest to Andrew 
Comfort in March 18, 1782. 
At Mr. Comfort’s death, his 
last will and testament ordered 
and directed “that his wife, the 
said Mary Elizabeth Comfort 
should have the one third of his 
personal estate and the privilege 
to live in one of the store rooms 
and privilege to Kook in the 
Kltching, and to put her nef- 
sesarves in the Sellar. and to 
have the new gardin and a piece 
of Ground for Potatoes during 
her life, and son Andrew- to have 
the land if he pays 1300 lb.” The 
will was dated Nov. 19. 1789. 
Andrew accepted and sold the 
property 
to John 
Hildebrand 
Jr. on Jan. 21, 1794. 


IOO M O R E LOTS 
Mr. Hildebrand laid out IOO 
more lots on the north side of 
town, known as “Hildebrand’s 
Addition.” 
The first house was erected 
in 1765 by Charles Himes. The 
following year Jacob Sarbaugh 
built a house for his family and 
in 1767 James Mackey built the 
third dwelling and opened 
a 
small store. He was the area’s 
first tobacco seller. 
Leonard 
Marsden 
Gardner, 
who in 1902, at the age of 70, 
wrote "Sunset Memories," re­ 
fers to an early period of East 


Berlin in regards to his father’s 
relationship with John Stude­ 
baker. 
George 
Gardner 
was 
bom in Latimore Twp. in 1800 
and shortly after 1825 "removed 
to a place near the Conewago 
Creek where the Hunterstown 
Road crosses the bridge.” Here 
he was associated with John 
Studebaker in making wagons. 
"Studebaker 
was 
the 
black­ 
smith and father did the wood­ 
work. They both worked in the 
same shop and both families 
occupied the same house. These 
buildings, a large brick house 
and the log shop, are still stand­ 
ing and in good repair after the 
lapse of more than 70 years,” 
he wrote. 
IN D E N T U R E IN 1790 
An indenture made July 8, 
1790, between "Marines Comfort 
and Christiane Close, executors 
of the last will and testament 
of Andrew Comfort St., Berwick 
Twp., York Co., deceased on 
the first part and David Stude­ 
baker, Paradise Twp:

David Studebaker, his heirs and 
assigns,

front 
lots of ground in the town of

ft. to an alley and bounded with 
lot No. 15 on the west.” 
The family of Clement Stude­ 
baker, bom in 1758, the son of 
Clement and Anna Catherine 
Studebaker, lived on the farm 
where the late Birdes Jacobs 
worked. Clement Studebaker is 
believed to have assisted in con­ 
structing Conestoga wagons re­ 
quired by General Braddock. 
S U P P L IE D W AGONS 
Descendants of this branch 
of the Studebaker family moved 
to South Bend. Ind., where dur-j 
ing the Civil War they supplied 
wagons for the Union Army. 
The family firm later manu­ 
factured the Studebaker automo­ 
bile. 
Clement Studebaker died July 
12. 1840, at the age of 82, ac­ 
cording to a grave marked in 
Mummert’s 
Meeting 
House 
Cemetery 
near 
East 
Berlin, 
where several other Studebak- 
crs are buried.

In 1800 tho increase in popu- 
lation of York County made it 
necessary to subdivide the coun­ 
ty. Adams County was organ­ 
ized January A, laoo, and be­ 
came the 26th county in Penn- 
aylvania. 
It 
contained 
526 
square miles or 336,640 acres 
with a 
population 
of 13,172. 
It was named for John Adams, 
the second president of the U.S., 
1797-1801, who was greatly ad­ 
mired by the residents of the 
county. 
During the year 1879, the peo­ 
ple of Hamilton Twp.t of which 
East Berlin was a part, became 
dissatisfied 
with 
having 
the 
election poll in East Berlin and 
petitioned the court to have it 
moved 
to Pine 
Run 
School­ 
house, about three miles from 
town. An election was held and 
voted to sanction the move to 
Pine Run. When the fall elec­ 
tion was held the citizens of 
East Berlin turned out en masse 
and, headed by the Berlin band, 
proceeded to the new election 
poll to deposit their ballots. As 
a consequence, the people of 
East Berlin petitioned the court 
to incorporate the town into a 
borough. The petition was ap­ 
proved and East Berlin became 
an incorporated borough Nov. 
IO, 1879. After approval of the 
petition the land was surveyed 
and was found to contain “Four 
Hundred and Seven (407) Acres 
Neat Measure.” 
FIRST ELECTION 
The 
first 
borough 
election 
was 
held 
February 
17, 
I860, 
with the following persons elect­ 
ed to the several offices of the 
borough: Burgess, George King; 
Town Council, John 
Hartley, 
Jacob Resser, Michael Rebert, 
George W. Baugher, Henry Sha­ 
fer and John Weist; School Di­ 
rectors, William S. Hildebrand, 
Edward 
Shaffer, 
Robert 
N. 
Meisenhelder, J. Harry Bohn, 


William B. Moul and Simon 
Altland. Assessor, John Getz; 
Judge Henry L. Miller; Inspec­ 
tors, Michael Helsel, F. S. Hil­ 
debrand. Justice of the Peace, 
Albert W. Storm and Luther Y. 
Diller; Auditor, C. W. Stoner; 
Constable, Emanual Rhinehart. 
On 
March 
13, 
1880, council 
met in the Church School House 
and a committee was named to 
negotiate for rental of the bid ­ 
ing for the purpose of council 
meetings for one year. 
“The most pressing problems 
were cared for first: And with­ 
out a doubt, stone, curbs, cross­ 
walks, 
gutters, 
sidewalks, pro­ 
vision and care of street lamps 
and 
the ever-unpopular ordi­ 
nances for safety and protec­ 
tion of the citizens were at the 
top of the list. 
CONFINE ANIMALS 
. . that no owner of any 
horses, mares, gelding, mules, 
swine, goats, cows, bulls, sheep, 
shall allow the same to run at 
large or be herded upon the 
public streets, alleys or public 
places of this borough. (April 
9, 1880) 
“. . . that if any person shall 
‘suffer* his or her cellar door 
or doors to remain open after 
dark on the public street, such 
person or persons shall, on con­ 
viction thereof before the Bur­ 
gess for such offence, be fined 
the sum of Fifty cents. (April 
9 1880) 
“. . . that it shall hot be law­ 
ful for any person or persons to 
cut or dig (sic) on the Street 
or alley of the borough. (April 
9, 1880) 
“. . . on motion of J. R. Da- 
rone, council agreed to pur­ 
chase one dozen street lamps 
for the Borough. H. B. Jacobs 
then moved that the secretary 
be instructed to order one dozen 
square Tubular Street Lamps 
with Extension Burners from 
Messers Cavitt A Pollock, Pitts-

It CENTS A NIGHT 
“. . . An order (payment) 
was granted to H. G. Berk- 
heimer for lighting lamp.* for 
54 nights at $8.10 and Mr. Berk- 
heimer asked his salary to be 
increased. (Nov. 6, 1884) The 
salary was raised to 20 cents 
per night provided the lamps 
were lit and kept in good care.” 
The number of taxpayers in 
the Borough of East Berlin in 
1886 was 243; value of real es­ 
tate, $186,069; number of horses, 
etc., 72; cows, etc., 33; value of 
money on interest, $94,631; val­ 
ue of trades and professions, 
$10,160; 
number 
of 
pleasure 
carriages, 63; number of gold 
watches, 9; acres of timber- 
land, 14. 
“Electric’* street lights were 
installed early in 1888, followed 
by months of dissatisfaction on 
the part of residents and bor 
ough council. In 1889 council 
authorized the purchase of 31 
additional lights and in Dec., 
1889, awarded the contract for 
lighting the lamps to W. F. 
Kuhn, lowest bidder, at 36 cents 
a light. In August, 1889, S. Mor 
gan Smith reported to the bur 
gess that he would be ready to 
put in a bid to light the bor 
ough streets as soon as he de 
termined the amount of power 
required to run his mill. On 
Nov. 4, 1889, the committee re 
ported that Smith declined to 
furnish power to “run the elec 
trie lights.” The time for light 
ing the lamps was fixed at 8 
o’clock from May I to Septem­ 


ber 
and 
extinguished 
at 
ll 
o’clock. 
On 
April 
3, 
1892, 
council 
agreed to purchase a “water 
and chemical fire engine” from 
Mr. Howe and on June I, 1892, 
A. B. Trimmer’s bid of $1,079.50 
was accepted to build the en­ 
gine house. It was dedicated 
October 22, 1892.

If rural points through which 
the gas will be carried are to 
have access to the pipes, East 
Berlin will be quite fortunate 
as both lines pass within a stone 
throw

Good Road News 


That work shortly will be 
started on the improving of the 
State Highway between East 
Berlin and Heidlersburg is now 
an assured fact, Dr. Eugene 
Elgin having received a letter 
to that effect from P. S. Stahl- 
necker, secretary of Governor 
Pinchot, that orders have been 
issued to that effect, the word 
being corroborated by Engineer 
Hart, of this district. Further 
information also disclosed that 
the improvement will start at 
this end. 
As we have heretofore stated, 
this link in the improved high­ 
way of the county join up East 
Berlin and vicinity as well as

Lower Bermudian Lutheran Church Is 
One Of Oldest In Adams County; First 
Built In 1745;1st Meetings Held In Home 
Churches were of great im­ 
portance to the early settlers 
and almost as soon as they ar­ 
rived in the East Berlin area 
they sought to construct build­ 
ings which also were used as 
achools for their children. 
The Lower Bermudian Luther­ 
an Church is one of the oldest 
in Adams County, dating to 
1745 
when 
the 
first 
Union 
church was established by a 
group of German-speaking peo­ 
ple of the Lutheran and Re­ 
formed 
Churches. 
Meetings 
were held in the Johannes As­ 
pers home and other dwellings 
until 1745 when Jacob Heens, 
a Reformed, offered two acres 
for the construction of a Union 
church. The new structure was 
consecrated April 15, 1754, by 
pastors from each church. 
LOG CABIN 
It was a plain log cabin 
known as “Longgreen,” 
and 
early records 
reveal 
that a 
stone structure was planned in 
1795 to replace the original 
church. The work was done by 
Valentine Fickes. 
The 
building 
was 
re­ 
paired and renovated in 1820, 
and in 1871 the Reformed con­ 
gregation sold its interest to 
the Lutherans. In 1879 the Re* 
formeds dedicated a new brick 
building across the road and 
called it Mt. Olivet, which be­ 
came the Evangelical and Re­ 
formed Church in 1934 and in 
1957 joined the union of the 
United Church of Christ. 
The 
first 
Paradise 
Union 
Church of Holtzschwamm was 
a log cabin built in 1775 in the 
middle of a graveyard in a 
woody swamp which had been 
a favorite Indian resort. With 
the aid of numerous repairs 
and improvements the church 


served the congregation until 
1954 when ground was broken 
for a new building, which was 
dedicated in 1956.

ices were held in the homes of 
C. T. Raffensperger at Mulber­ 
ry and Daniel Trimmer near 
Kralltown. 
In 1856 two tracts were pur­ 
chased and the first Bermudian 
meeting house was built and 
a cemetery was laid out. Cost 
of the land .was $94.34 and the 
cost of the first building was

The following year Mr. Heikes 
moved his newspaper plant to 
York Springs and engaged the 
late I. W. Pearson as an ap­ 
prentice.

years of age, purchased The 
Century 
w h i c h 
he 
renamed 
The Comet. 
Mr. 
Pearson published the 
newspaper until January IO. 
1902, when it was sold to J. 
Harvey Neely, who has contin­ 
ued it until the present time.

Twenty - four water meters 
are expected to be installed 
next week in East Berlin as 
the first step towards conserv­ 
ing water and meeting the too 
frequent situation of an empty 
or near empty reservoir. It is 
but fair that those persons who 
use great quantities of water 
on their premises through cel­ 
lar lifts and in other ways, and 
those who needlessly waste wa­ 
ter, should pay extra for that 
water used in excess of a fair 
and reasonable amount. Then 
again, 
it is unreasonable to 
think or suppose that the bor­ 
ough should provide a quantity 
of water far in excess of what 
ordinarily should be used in a 
borough the size of East Berlin. 
While we are on the water 
question we would remind the 


users of water that the well 
furnishes the reservoir 20,000 
gallons of water a day which 
under 
proper 
conservation 
should supply the borough the 
greater part of the year. In 
fact, all the year if it were not 
for the cellar lifts or pumps 
that use up great quantities of 
the reservoir's output in the wet 
seasons and the general cus­ 
tom of street sprinkling in the 
warm weather which is said to 
be very harmful to our im­ 
proved thoroughfares. Citizens 
must and should endeavor to 
use with proper discretion and 
care the borough water and it 
is with this object in view the 
meters are being adopted.

Kurtz Farm Barn Destroyed By Fire 


A stubborn blaze aided by a 
strong northerly wind c a u s e d 
$12,000 damage to the barn of 
the William H. Kurtz farm, Fri­ 
day afternoon. In a half hour 
the 
barn 
was 
a 
smouldering 
mass of ruins, and the greater 
part of the machinery destroyed. 
All of the livestock was led to 
safety; however, two dogs and 
seven puppies died in the blaze. 
The loss is partly covered by 
insurance. 
The farm is located west of 
West York, near the East Ber­ 
lin road, and is occupied bv Al- 
curtis Myers. Friday afternoon 
Myers and his youngest son, 
Charles, were shredding corn 
fodder on the barn floor. Ac­ 
cording to young Myers they 
had practically finished their 
work, when he noticed some 
smoke in the fodder pile on the 
barn bridge. His first initiative 
move was to close the barn 


doors, but machinery standing 
nearby made this step impos­ 
sible. He pulled the tractor to 
safety, and he and his father 
made efforts to stamp out the 
fire. 
In the meantime, Harry My­ 
ers, eldest son of Mr. Myers, 
had looked out of the window of 
his home. He stated that he saw 
smoke and at first believed this 
was caused by the traction en­ 
gine. A second look, however, 
convinced him that the barn 
was on fire. 
CALLED ON RELIANCE 
He left the house immediately 
and jumped into an automobile 
and proceeded to West York to 
call the Reliance Fire company. 
While he was on his way, Mr. 
Myers and his son led the live­ 
stock to safety and took out a 
few pieces of machinery. 
When the borough firemen ar­ 


rived the barn was one mass of 
flames. 
Realizing 
that 
there 
wasn’t a chance to save the 
barn, they concentrated their 
efforts to a wagon shed nearby, 
and saved this building from 
possible destruction. Chemicals 
were used. 
Besides 
the 
machinery 
de­ 
stroyed. a considerable amount 
of shelled corn, corn on the cob, 
wheat and oats 
ere also de­ 
stroyed. The corn crib was en­ 
tirely filled with corn. A pump 
house 
and

barn were also destroyed. 
The farm is considered by 
many to be one of the finest in 
the county. Only twelve years 
ago the barn burned down. At 
that time it was owned by Ed­ 
ward Slusser.

Mrs. Gentzler acquired many 
pieces of her collection at local 
auctions and will credit the ori­ 
gin of each local piece in the 
display.

The Wagon Was The First "Modem" Means 
Of Transportation In The Settlement Of 
East Berlin; Was Also Used As Shelter 


On 
the 
sandy 
and 
muddy 
banks of the Conewago, through 
the tall and unrestrained grass­ 
lands and into the surrounding 
wooded areas, man’s first mode 
of transportation in the com­ 
munity was revealed in the light 
indents of the soft deerskin moc­ 
casin. Sometimes these prints 
came to an abrupt halt at the 
edge of the stream; 
further 
along 
the 
stream 
the banks 
showed that the early inhabi­ 
tants continued their journeys. 
Man’s earliest means of water­ 
way 
transportation 
was 
evi­ 
denced by the carefully hollowed 
logs found nearby. 
Shortly after the arrival of 
the early settlers one of man's 
greatest inventions, the wheel, 
began to leave its tracks in the 
area where the trails were wid­ 
ened and made passable for the 
contrivance 
attached 
to 
the 
wheel. T h e wagon, with its 
many varied shapes and forms 
and designed for the needs and 
purposes of the individual, be­ 
came the main mode of trans­ 
portation. 
The 
wagon 
often 
was used as a ahelter until a 
temporary home could be built. 
After the land was cleared and 
the permanent log cabin was 
constructed, the wagon's pri­ 
mary usage waft that of trans­ 
porting the needs of the settler 
and his family. 
ITINERANT PEDDLERS 
Many years elapsed 
before 
the settlers had anything to sell; 
therefore, they had little with 
which to buy aupplies. The first 
“dry goods” were brought to 
the locality by the itinerant ped­ 
dler. 
The 
pack-lade.i 
peddler 
was one of the valued institu­ 
tion* of the area. His visits were 
few and far between, but an an­ 
nual visit was sufficient to sup 
ply most of the demands for 
his wares. 
The Indian trails became wid­ 
er and eventually turned into 
“dirt roads” ; in the spring and 
fall these 
were called 
’mud 
roads.” The dirt 
roads cross- 
crossed through the entire vicin­ 
ity and certain of these were 
traveled more heavily than oth­ 
ers. 
Where 
two 
such 
roads 
crossed a site or town was es­ 
tablished 
In such a manner 
Berlin was developed. 
■ARLT ROADS 
The residents of the early dec­ 
ades of the 19th century wit­ 
nessed the beginnings of the 
road building program. About 
lglO, residents of Adams and 
York counties began agitating 


for hard-surfaced roads, called 
“ turnpikes.” Their persistence 
brought about the formation of 
the 
Berlin Hanover 
Turnpike 
Co., incorporated under the act 
of 1810, which built a 10-mile 
section of “ hard road” enter­ 
ing town. The road, which was 
divided into toll sections, was 
marked 
with 
toll 
gates 
and 
keepers to collect fees from 
persons who may not be travel­ 
ing the entire distance. 
The existence of the Conewago 
Creek caused additional concern 


In 1836 a meeting was held 
in East Berlin to consider con­ 
struction 
of 
a 
railroad 
that 
would connect York and Gettys­ 
burg and, after tliorough sur­ 
veys, a line was extended to in­ 
clude East Berlin from Abbotts­ 
town. The communities raised 
$42,000 in the 
initial finance 
plan to establish the road and 
coupon bonds later were sold 
to bring about the construction 
of the Berlin Branch Railroad 
Company in 1877. 


in the area’s early transporta­ 
tion program; bridges had to 
be built to ford the waters of 
the 
quiet 
Conewago, 
which 
raged 
in 
springtime, 
often 
sweeping away everything in its 
path including bridges. 
7-ARCH BRIDGE 
In 1821 a seven-arch stone 
bridge, 213 feet long, was con­ 
structed at Geiselman's Mill at 
a cost of $5,000. It was badly 
damaged a few years later by 


an ice jam. and was replaced 
in 1826 by a three-span wooden, 
double covered bridge at a cost 
of 
$3,800. 
As 
modern 
steel 
bridges became more practical 
to build and less expensive to 
maintain, the covered bridges 
were 
abandoned 
and 
razed. 
However, 
public 
interest has 
been responsible for the preser­ 
vation of a number of the cov­ 
ered bridges of the Berlin ares. 


The branch line ran seven 
miles to the Y junction to con­ 
nect with th* main line of the 
Western Maryland single-track 
line. Ones each morning and 
again in the evening it made 
the scheduled stops. 
As the train left East Ber­ 
lin it carried passengers for Get­ 
tysburg, Hanover and York. The 
back road distanca was 12 milas, 
while by rail it was 32 miles. 
On 
its 
return 
trip 
it 
often 
brought “drummers” who would 
stay at the Shaffer House or the 
Sunday House while they worked 
the surrounding territory. He 
usually was met at the train 
depot by representatives of the 
various livery stables which had 
“fine horses” for hire. 
At one time the train was 
called the “Gospel Train” be­ 
cause all three crewmen were 
ministers of the Dunker Church. 
The railroad operated until 1939 
when, unable to compete with 
the automobile, truck and bus, 
the assets were divided among 
the shareholders in 1942.

Settling i new community 
was no small task, for in ad­ 
dition to providing schools and 
churches for the new residents 
the leading settlers had the re* 
Bponsibility of establishing en­ 
terprises necessary to the very 
survival of the immigrants. 
In the new frontier of what 
Inter was to become Hamilton 
Top., and subsequently East 
Berlin, water was the most im­ 
portant commodity, for it pro­ 
vided not only liquid for man's 
nourishment but power for the 
industries by which to grind 
grain for humans and livestock. 
Peter Lehn, a German, erect­ 
ed mill on the Conewago Creek 
at the west end of Berlin in 
1769. Little is known about Lehn 
and his mill beyond the fact 
that it was later owned and 


operated, 1823 to 1846, by Mi­ 
chael Geiselman, identified as 
a "grist, saw and plaster mill­ 
er." His heir operated it for 
two more years, until 1846. 
OTHER OWNERS 
Others who owned and oper­ 
ated the Lehn mill included 
Samuel S. Sprenkle, Jacob N. 
Hershey, Elam Siegrist, Aaron 
Seigrist, Isaac Siegrist, S. Mor­ 
gan Smith and Charles Rebert. 
Michael Rebert owned and op­ 
erated it from 1887 to 1905 and 
built the first dam on the Cone­ 
wago Creek and dug a mill race 
leading into the mill. 
During the great flood of 1889, 
the Johnstown Flood, the mill, 
as well as the farm on which 
Rebert lived, 
was damaged. 


However, the mill was restored, 
only to be nearly destroyed by 
fire in 1901. Again it was re­ 
built and in 1905 was sold to 
Noah Sell, who operated it un­ 
til 1925, when he sold it to El­ 
mer B. Eisenhart and John R. 
Gentzler. 
Again in 1933 flood waters 
damaged the mill and the own­ 
ers sold it to T. C. and R. F. 
Owings in 1938. In 1960 it was 
struck again by fire and was 
rebuilt and expanded to meet 
modern demands. 
EISENHART MILL 


The Eisenhart Mill occupies 
a tract of land which was deed­ 
ed to Peter Outer in 1747 by 
Thomas and Richard Penn and 
was known as Outer's Rich­ 
land. A stone house on the farm 
is dated "C. C. 1766." 
The real estate of Conrad 
Eisenhart n included several 
tracts of land in West Manches­ 
ter, Washington and North Co- 
dorus Twps., York County. The 
Washington Twp. property in­ 
cluded a grist mill which was 
acquired from the estate of 
Jacob Welsh in 1824. He sold 
the tract to Emanuel Butt in 
1848, but stipulated in his will 
that his son, Peter Conrad, 
should buy the property for $4,- 
OOO. 
His 
greit-grandson, 
Elmer 
Eisenhart, purchased the prop­ 
erty from his father, Frank, in 
1922. 
Elmer Eisenhart purchased 
the Hamilton Roller Mills in 
Hamilton Twp. and dismantled it 
in 1926 to build another structure 
in 1932. 
Jacobs Mill was built in 1772 
on Beaver Creek and the home­ 
stead and mill property have 
remained in the Jacob family 
ever since. Amos G. Jacobs pur­ 
chased the first turbine ever 
built by S. Morgan Smith in

Order Of Red 
Men Continues 
In E. Berlin 
The Improved Order of Red 
Men is the lineal descendant of 
the Sons of Liberty, who for 
more than IO years prior to the 
Declaration 
of 
Independence 
had by their active work paved 
the way for that immortal act. 


1877. The mill ground feed, 
made flour, sawed logs and 
manufactured flannel for wom­ 
en’s dresses and men’s waist­ 
coats. It was equipped with 
carding and spinning machines 
and looms. It was last oper 
ated by Birdes Jacobs in 1932 
for chopping feed and sawing 
logs and was razed in 1942 for 
construction of a new mill.* 
Sweigart's Mill, a stone struc­ 
ture, was built in 1794 for Abra­ 
ham Sweigart by John Nagle, 
a mason who left his name on 
a large stone tablet in the west 
end of the building. 
In 
1611 
Abraham and Eleanor Sweigart 
sold the flour and feed mill to 
Ludwig Schwartz and son, John, 
in 1811 for $5,000. In 1831 the 
960-acre property was sold to 
John Smith for $9,500. No long­ 
er in operation, the property 
now belongs to Carlton Jacobs, 
who purchased it from Smith. 
One of America’s foremost 
industries had its origin in the 
East Berlin area in the Stude- 
baker blacksmith forge, oper­ 
ated by John Studebaker, fa­ 
ther of the famous Studebaker 
Brothers 
who 
made 
wagons 
and later, automobiles. 


When the Sons of Liberty in 
many localities merged into So­ 
cieties of St. lamina, from 1771 
to 1800, the love of country and 
the conversation of liberty were 
still the guiding impulse. In 1813 
it took on another form, the So­ 
ciety of Red Men, formed at 
Fort Mifflin. 
Under this name it existed for 
nearly 20 years, and between 
1828 and 1832 it languished and 
nearly became extinct. 
In 1833 interest was revived 
and, by adding to its patriotic 
and fraternal features the chari­ 
table and benevolent work of 
its present ministrations, the 
Improved Order of Red Men 
was initiated. 
A petition for the organization 
of a Great Council in Pennsyl­ 
vania, dated Feb. 25, 1849, was 
signed by the first five tribes 
organized in the state. The 40th 
tribe to be instituted was Oniska 
Tribe No. 40 on April 23, 1857. 
Of the 39 tribes instituted prior 
to No. 40 there are three in ex­ 
istence today. 
The 
first 
meeting 
of 
the 
Oniska Tribe was held in the 
Church School House, February 
21, 1857. The tribe held together 
until about 1870 when some of 
the members became dissatis­ 
fied and stampeded the tribe 
with their wampum belt and 
joined an organization in East 
Berlin known 
as 
the 
‘‘True 
Blues.” 
In 1871 four members of the 
organization and eleven new 
members relit the council fires 
and in 1888 moved into their 
own hall. By 1914 Oniska had a 
total of 125 members, and in 
1964 still meets every Monday 
evening in the Wigwam on W. 
King St.

First English School Is Opened In 


Little Hamlet By Englishman In 1769 


Form al 
education 
in 
East 
Berlin had its beginnings in 
17(59 when Robert John Chester. 
an Englishman, opened the first 
English school in the area. Be­ 
cause the community was com 
prised of German-speakinR peo­ 
ple, the school was a failure 
and the self-sacrificing English­ 
man turned to tavern keeping 
which proved more lucrative. 
Fragm entary information ex­ 
ists 
on 
the 
church-opera ted 
schools during the period of 
1769-1839 
Tn 1834 the Common School 
Law was enacted bv the Gener­ 
al Assembly of Pennsylvania, 
but it 
was 
not 
accepted 
in 
Hamilton Twp., of which East 
Berlin was a part, until 1839. 
$ILECT SCHOOL 
The Select School, later known 
as the Normal School, was es­ 
tablished in 1870 with Prof. J. 
C. Hildebrand 
in 
charge. 
It 
gained a wide local reputation 
for thorough teachers and schol­ 
ars were attracted from near 
and far. many of whom were 
turned away because of limited 
accommodations. Grades A and 
B were designed for teachers 
or those preparing to teach, and 
Grace C, or the Model School, 
was designed for General Busi­ 
ness Education. 
J. Curtis Hildebrand, better 
known as Master John, became 
a legendary figure to numerous 
people in the community. There 
is no written record of his deeds 
and accomplishments, only the 
stories as told by one genera­ 
tion to the next. The Hickory 
Stick and Razor Strap, so often 
thought of in the early schools, 
were not determining factors 
in his discipline 
His personali­ 
ty 
and 
understanding, 
along 
with 
his giftedness 
in 
other 
fields as well as education, de­ 
manded the respect he received 
from his students and communi­ 
ty. The dates of his birth and 
death still remain a secret, as 
told by his tombstone which 
stands in the Union Cemetery. 
This may indicate that Mas­ 
ter John’s philosopy was “Only 
the deeds of man on earth de­ 
termine his just reward.'* 
2-STORY SCHOOL 
As the population of the town 
Increased additional school fa­ 
cilities became necessary. Con­ 
sequently. in 1878 a two-story 
brick building was erected on 


a three-quarter acre plot pur 
chased from Michael McSherrx 
for S3. A building was erected 
on the site of the present ele 
mentary school, and the north 
est portion of the original build­ 
ing still remains.

1878 by the East 
Berlin 
High 
a n d 
Prim ary 
Schools. High school was really 
a gram m ar school, with Hilde­ 
brand as its principal. Miss Ida 
M. Hartley was the prim ary 
teacher. TTie total enrollment 
w-as 122 pupils. 
NORMAL SCHOOL 
The 
East 
Berlin 
Normal 
School was founded in 1879 and 
classes were held in the same 
building for 16 weeks during 
the summer. In 1907 the first

organized with John Harlacker 
as principal and teacher, and 
in 1909, a class of three was 
graduated.

ROUTE I 
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Baker s School 40 Years Ago 


Some months ago an article 
appeared in the News-Comet 
written by J. H. Neely, the York 
Springs editor, relative to the 
Oak Wood School of some years 
ago. 
It was interesting reading, al­ 
though I did not know personally 
the folks referred to in the ar­ 
ticle. This put me to musing of 
my school days while attending 
school at Baker’s in Reading 
township — just how many are 
still living, where and so-forth, 
in the year 1931. I decided, if I 
could get the information de­ 
sired, to write some news for the 
News-Comet. 
The 
present 
brick 
building 
was built in 1887. Miss Anna 
Norbeck of Gettysburg was the 
teacher in the new building. 
The winter of ’87 and '88 was 
taught in both the new building 
and in the old weather-boarded 
school house across the road 
from 
the 
present 
building, 
which had not been completed 
when the school term began. My 
parents 
moved 
into 
Baker’s 
school district in the year 1888. 
and my first year at Baker’s 
school was the first full year in 
the new' building. Miss Norbeck 
was then teaching her second 
term. 
SCHOOL RECORDS 
Teachers who taught during 
my school days at Baker’s were 
Miss Anna Norbeck, Geo. Mar­ 
kle, G. Allen Yohe, John L. 
Staub, Israel Nagto and C. B. 
King. I am informed, too, that 
my teachers are still living. 
I inquired some, first where 
to find the school records of so 
many years ago. I then wrote to 
G. Allen Yohe who taught the 
winter of 1890 and 1891. He sent 
me all the data I desired. Mr. 
Yohe informed me he kept a 
duplicate of his monthly report 
of his 44 years of teaching, the 
names, ages, days attended and 
names of all his visitors. I am 
wondering how many teachers 
have such a complete record. 
Mr. Yohe also stated his term 
began September 22, 1890, and 
closed 
March 
19, 
1891. 
The 
length of the term was 6 months. 
He said, too, he received the 
munificent salary of $25 per 
month, 
which 
amount 
would 
about pay for the boarding at 
this present day. 
The enrollment for that winter 
was 54 — 30 boys and 24 girls. 
Of that number. 44 are still liv­ 
ing. 8 girls and 2 boys having 
passed away. 
I shall give the names of the 
pupils as they appeared in the 


report (I shall omit the ages; 
we men won’t mind, but the 
ladies are just about recovering 
from the shock from the census 
man). The youngest pupil was 
4 years and the oldest 18 years.
